There are still grasshoppere in great numbers in 
every part of thie district, and while they may not do as 
much damage as a few weeks ago the wise farmer will 
keep after them until all are destroyed. Some complain 
that they have spent a great deal of time and money their 
neighbors have done little or nothing to extinguish these 
pests, and also complain that owners of vacant land do 
nothing. This ie unfair and it would seem that it is now 
about time the government took eteps necessary to com- 
pel each person to do their sharein ridding the country 
of the grasshoppers. 


SS SSS 

The postponing of the Gleiche Fair until after 
harvest seems to meet with the general approval of the 
farmers, who are really the people most interested, and we 
may expect that they will do their best to make it the 
success it should be on whatever date the government can 
supply the judges. Not only would it bea hardship on 
the farmer to stop cutting grain to prepare their exhibits, 
but it is very doubtful that many would cease work to 
attend the fair at so busy a sdason. 

It ie most difficult to select a date for tho exhibition 
and Gleichen has tried eleven different dates, ranging 
from August to October. This year it was though Auguet
